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Every five years, each state library
administrative agency in the nation
is required to conduct an
independent evaluation of its
implementation of the Library
Services and Technology Act Grants
to States program. This evaluation
must be submitted in order to
qualify for ongoing federal funding,
as LSTA funds are distributed by
the Institute for Museum and
Library Services.

Following the evaluation is the
requirement for the submission of a
new state-level five-year plan for
the LSTA program. QualityMetrics
is assisting the Indiana State
Library with this year's evaluation.

To get credit for watching
one of the State Library’s archived
videos, the library staff member
who viewed the video will need to
ask the person responsible for
issuing LEUs at their library - often
an administrator or HR manager -
to create and sign an in-house LEU
certificate. When a library director
uses an in-house certificate, it must
be signed by the president of the
library board or an HR manager.
